The city is still burning, 
but I am clearing the streets. The klie- 
dive is safe in the palace, which is 
garrisoned by 700 marines.” The firing heard 
in Alexandria yesterday was by the marines 
and sailors, who were dispersing the plunder- 
ers’ with gattling guns. The smal! detach- 
ment first landed had to wait for reintorce- 
ment before they were able to) push to the 
centerof thetown. There was some shore, 
sheunp fighting. No water could be obtained 
owing tothe stovppase of the works, There 
aresome French ladtes among the tugitives 
rescued yesterday, also thegFgyptian pretect 
of police who succeeded the instigator of the 
gaassacre in Alexandria on the llth of June.

There are at least 
two miles of houses burning. More than a 
third of the citv appears to be on fire.

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AMERICAN OFFICERS IN EGYPT. 


The Hrains ef the Khedive’s Army Furnished by 
Americauns—Romantic Episodes. 

It was through General Thaddeus P. Mott, 
a son of Dr. Valentine Mott, who tad. made 
his way to Constantinople and tlere married 
a Greek lady, that several American odicers 
were induced to enter the service of the 
khedive. The best known of these Ameri- 
cans wag#@eneral Charies P. Stone, who al- 
most immediately became chief of the staff, 
and soon after firmly established himself in a 
post sinular in power and authority to that of 
General Von Moltke toward the German 
armies. Individually, the other Americans 
were soldiers of established reputation, the 
larger portion being from the confederate 
army, and they have nearly all led very ad- 
venturoms careers, bot before and after leav- 
ing the Kgyptian service. The most promi- 
nent confederate was Calonel Charlies Rhett, 
chief of staff to General Joseph EK. Johnston 
duriny the civil war. 

An officer of no less aote was Loring,Pacha, 
who in 1849 performed the most difficuit and 
painstaking march koown in American mil- 
itary annals. Heconducted a regiment sup 
plied with artillery across the Rocky moun- 
tains to Oregon—a five months’ tramp. He 
subsequently engaged in the Mexican war, 
leaving an arm on the field, but when the 
civil war came he cast his fortunes with 
the south. When he left Egypt, where he 
was commandant of Alexandria—the import- 
ant post to day —the khedive gave hina $50,000, 
which it understood has almost «melted 
away in disastrous speculation. [t was Gen- 
eral Loring whe constructed almost all of 
the detences of Alexandria, commanded the 
disastrous expedition against Abyssinia and 
whose hand is visible in the military organ- 
ization asit exists today. He is living in 
this civ, engaged upon a bvok recounting 
the experiences of his life.

THE EGYPTIAN COTTON SUPPLY. 


An Inquiry inte the Effeet of the War en the World’s 
Supply. 
From the New York Evening Post. 

In order to estimate the extent to which 
the world’s supply of cotton and wheat wou.d 
be in any way affected, or delayed, by a war 
in Egypt which would disturb the usual in- 
dusiries, or either diminish or delay supplies 
from that country or trom India, by the ob- 
struction of the Suez canal, it may be stated 
that the total cotton supply of the world in 
188V, was furnished as tollows, viz: By the 
United States, 2,773,000,009 pounds, or 76.68 
percent; Egypt, 450,000,000 pounds, or 12.28 
per cent; India, 863 000,000 pounds, or 9:91 
per cent, and Brazil, 78,000,000 pounds, or 2.13 
percent. It will be seen that Egypt furuish- 
ed soinething over 1,000,000 bales, nearly the 
whole of which was cxported to Europe, 
while India furnished about 900000 bales. 
By recent advices to The Finan- 
cial Chronicle it is stated that the ex- 
ports from Egypt from September 1 to July 6 
have been 422,171 bales, sv that if the crop of 
1851 was equal to that of 1880, only about half 
of the usual Egyptian cotton supply to Eu- 
rope has gone forward. The exports from all 
India since January 1 are reported at 1,582,000 
‘‘bules’’ (but not of the same weight as the 
American), The exports from India this year 
have been unusually stimulated by the fall- 
ing off of 900,000 bales in the export from the 
United States as compared with last year. and 
it may therefore be assumed that the cotton 
supply of India has nearly all gone forward. 
The wheat supply from India for Europe out 
of the last crop was estimated at 20,000,000 
bushels, of which a little over 9 000.000 had 
gone forward from January 1'to May 27. The 
surplus of wheat in Eyyvpt available for export 
was much smaller than that of India, proba- 
bly not over one-fifth as much. 

From the foregoing facts it will be seen that 
the remaining supply of either cotton or wheat 
to come forward from Egypt or India would 
be so small as not to cause any great difference 
in the further supply for Europe for this year, 
if it were delayed or 2ven stopped by a war. 
The only important effects to be anticipated 
from sch an event would be, first, -he in- 
creased demand by England for food. cloth- 
ing, arms, etc., incident to her equipment of 
an army, and, second, the effect todiminish the 
production of wheat and cotton in Egypt next 
year by the disturbance of the usual indus 
tries,

AND AN INTERESTING TALE ABOUT 
THEM. 


Bee Culture and Honey Raising—Returns on Capital 
Invested—Hy bridizing Black Bees and Italians— 
What is Required fora Family—Increas- 
ing the Swarms—Honey in Hives. 


From the Barnesville, Ga., Gazette, 

Last Thursday afternoon we were in at 
Messrs. Stafford, Blalock & Co's, when Sheriff 
W. P. Bussey walked in with a half dozen 
b of honey taken from his hives. There 
was a unanimous verdict by the gentlemen 
present that they had never seen nicer or 
m oattractive honey. There were several 
gentlemen presept wh? were admiring the 
honey and questioning Mr. Bussey in various 
particulars about bee culture and honey-rais- 
ing. So important were the facts elicited by 
the questions and answers that we feel that 


some of the more important features will not 
be amiss in these columns. Mr. Bussey has 
a number of hives in Mr. W. E: Varner’s yard 
in Barnsville and several hives in the court 
house yard at Zebulon. He has considerable 
experience in working with beesand his opiu- 
ions will be worth much to those who con 
template engaging in the bee business. 

We therefore conciuded to interview him, 
and asked him if he thought the cultivation 
of bees would pay. 

Said he: ‘‘With the proper management, to 
the amount of capital invested, there is no 
industry that will pay a handsomer profit.”’ 

What do vou mean by proper management? 

HIVES. 

‘“T mean that you must have movable frame 
hives, so constructed that you will have suf- 
ficient surplus room for sturing, that you may 
not disturb the bees in order to get the sur- 
plus honey. The brood department of the 
gum should never be disturbed.”’ 

“What. attention have you given to this 
branch of industry?’ ‘For the past ten years 
I have been devoting what spare time I had 
to bee culture.’’ ‘‘What attention is required 
to make such an enterprise a success?” ‘‘In 
the first place you must have good hives. In 
the second place you must see that they do 
not increase too rapidly. In the third place 
you must not rob them too closely.” ‘How 
do you prevent them from increasing too 
rapidly?’ ‘‘You first remove all the drone 
comb and then you remove the queen cells, 
thus preventing natural swarming.” 

INCREASING SWARMS. 

In what way would you increase the swarms 
or colonies? : 

‘By artificial swarming, which can be done 
simply by taking an empty hive, same style 
as the one to be divided ur swarmed, place it 
by the side of the full hive, open both hives 
take out one-third of the frames from the full 
hive, with stores, brood and bees, place them 
in the empty hive. Then fill the places in 
the old hive with empty frames. Place the 
frames in the new hive in the same position 
in the new hive as they occupied in the old 
one. Filloutthenew hive with empty frames, 
In moving these irames be sure you get 
the queen bee. When this is done 
close up both hives. Then remove the 
old hive thirty paces from the old stand. 
This will give you too good strong colonies of 
bees if done on some bright day when the 
bees are at workin full force.’’ ‘Ilo what ex- 
tent can* you increase them?’ “You can 
safely increase them four fo one.” . ‘Is artifi- 
cial swarming preferable to natural swerm 
ing?” “It is, from the fact that you do not 
have to wait and watch. them as you do in 
natural swarming. You run no risk of losing 
by running away as you often do in natural 
swarmirg. And you do not have to take 
them down from trees, etc , to hive theim.”’ 

THE BEES, 

What difference is there between the Italian 
and the common black bee? 

‘The Italian bees are so far superior to the 
common black bees that I estimate them as 
being worth three to one.’’ How can the 
common black bee be Italianized? ‘It is the 
simplest thing in the world. You simply re- 
move the queen bee from the colony of black 
bees and give them an Itaiian queen, From 
thirty to forty-five days after the introduction 
of the Italian queen you cannot find a black 
bee in the hive. This gives some idea as to 
the longevity of bee life’’ Just here Brantly 
Gardner saia he desired to ask Mr. Bussey a 
question, and that 1s, can big bumble bees be 
tamed? 

BUMBLE LEEs, 

Mr. Bussey replied that he saw a bumble 
bee plying around a hive and afterward he 
opened the hive for the purpose of robbing 
and found this same bumble bee in the top 
of the hive completely tamed and waxed or 
glued to the plank.’’ Brantly seemed satis- 
fied and weasked Mr. Bussey what expense 
there Was in keeping bees. 

Said he, ‘‘there is really no sapapee after 
you are provided with hives. While it would 
pay handsomely to provide pasturage for 
them, no one in-this country has ever gone to 
this trouble. Buckwheat is a fine honey 
plant. Itis said by writers on the subject 
that one acre of it will yield one thousand 
wounds of honey.’”’ ‘‘How much honey do 
you get from a hive generally””’ 

HONEY TO HIVES, 

“I generally get from seventy-five to one 
hundred pounds of nice first-class honey, clear 
of comb. In order. to obtain this yield, you 
must prevent swarming. While honey gen- 
erally sells at ten cents or more, I get twenty 
cents for what | sell.’’ *‘How about the wornis 
destroying the bees?” ‘Worms never trouble 
bees, if you Keep the colonies strong. ‘There 
isnosuch thing as bees being killed out by 
worms. Teople rob their bees to death, 
Worms go in the hive to eat comb, and not 
to distur) or destroy the bees. Hives should 
be made close, so that there will be no hiding 
place in‘them for worms. If bees need feed- 
ing at all in winter I feed them on granulated 
sugar. By proper management they will 
never need to be fed. The best plan is-to 
equalize the feed in the fall, by taking from 
the best colonies and giving to the weaker 
ones. 

ENOUGH, 

In reply to the inquiry, Mr, Bussey said 
from four to eight colonies of bees would 
make ample honey for a.family of eight per- 
sons during the entire year. The bee does 
not moke the honey, but gathers it, and to be 
able to successfully gather honey from the 
various sources the colonies must be strong, 
They should be stimulated early in thespring 
that they be ready to gather the crop of honey 
whenever it comes. This can be done by 
feeding with any liquid sweet. As soon as 
they are fed the queen bee begins to lay. 

As to the question of overstocking. Mr. 
Bussey thinks there can be nodanger. Every 
family in the country could keep a few colo- 
nies to profit. The pasturage is better than 
it has been for years and Mr. Bussey thinks 
the operations of the stock law will increase 
the pasturage. The increased growth of fruit 
in this section also enhances the value of pas- 
turage. The bees feed on the fruit, but 
gather honey from the fruit flowers.

Dickson's Storg, Morgan County, Ga., July 
ix.—According to previous arrangement the 
voters of Durdin’s, Adsboro and Rutledge 
districts, G. M., of Morgan county, met at the 
above named place and time to consider and 
take some action in regard to the fraudulent 
mannerin which the late election was con- 
ducted and carried against the wishes of a 
majority of the people of Morgan county, and 
the question of fence or no fence. Mr. A. 
Studard was called to the chair, and P. J. 
Wray was secretary. If was resolvec that 
while we do not oppose the rights of any man 
in voting as he thinks best. and do not con- 
demn any man who voted for the stock law, 
wedo condemn the fraudulent manner in 
which the election was carried in favor of no 
fence, and that we propose to resort to every 
legal means to prevent the same from going 
into effect,and such dishonorable means of 
carrying elections in the future.

THE people will get no relief from the pend- 
ing tax bill.

THE strike of the ironworkers has now 
lasted nearly two months, and except ina 
few mills the trouble is apparently as far 
from settlement as at the beginning. Every 
day the:strikers lose $100,000, and already the 
loss to the country is in the neighborhood of 
five million dollars. The loss on account of 
voluntary inactivity is as much a loss to the 
country as the burning or destruction of an 
equal amount in property. The lost labor 
cannot be recalled any more than a building 
can be that has been turned into ashes and 
smoke.
